NEPHEW SUES 
FOR CHILD’S SHARE 


Thinks Lawyer’s Fee Pre- 
vented Relative From 
Changing Will and Up- 
holds Woman’s Claim. 


\ Adolph Bollin, a retired real es- 
tae and insurance broker, who died 
last Dec. 8 at the age of 84, leaving 
a $200,000 estate, which is now in 
litigation, lived his latter years in 
a rent-free attic, although he had 
an income of $2000 a month. 

Under his will, drawn in 1909, 
the bulk of his estate was to be di- 
vided among his widow, Mrs. Adel- 
haid Bollin of Los Angeles, and 
their children, Mrs. Florence B. 
Davis of Los Angelels and Walter 
Scott Bollin of San Diego, Cal. But 
Mrs. Elise Woehrmann of Seneca, 
Mo., filed suit here on Nov. 24 for 
a child's share of the estate, claim- 
ing she was his legitimate daughter 
or had been adopted by him. 

Today a fifth claimant appeared 
when. August Bollin, 45 years old, 
a nephew, of 3714 Humphrey 
street, sued in Circuit Court as an 
adopted son entitled to a child’s 
share. Incidentally, he supports 
Mrs. Woehrmann’s claim and says 
he is unable co understand why he 
and Mrs. Woehrmann were not 
mentioned in the will, unless be- 
cause Adolph Bollin was unwilling 
to pay a few dollars to a lawyer to 
revise the old will. 

A Peculiar Man. 

“Adolph KBollin was a very pe- 
cullar man in his old age,’’ August 
Bollin told a Post-Dispatch’ repor- 
ter. “He owned a flat on Marion 
street and sold it on condition he 
be allowed to live in the attic with- 
out paying rent. Thus he saved 
$2.50 a week. 

‘‘He complained to me once that 
his expenditures for that week had 
totaled $7 and said he would have 
to economize. Some people, of 
course, knew he was wealthy, and 
this made him feel badly. He would 
tell others he had hardly enough 
to live on and might have to go to 
the poorhouse. 

“He had little affection for most 


people, but he continued on goad 
terms with Mrs. Woehrmann and 
myself. Mrs. Woehrmann visited 


him in St. Touis occasionally and 
he visited her at least twice at 
Seneca. The first time he inquired 
of folks at the station where his 
daughter, Mrs. Woehrmann, lived. 

He was photographed in a group 


with Mrs. Woehrmann, her daugh- 
ter and her grandchild, and this 
picture is still in existence. He 


was proud of that family and liked 
to hold his great-grandson on his 
lap, but he ignored them in his 
will. 
Not Mentioned in Will. 

‘Neither was I mentioned in the 
will, although the nurse at the 
Josephine Hospital, to which he 
was removed from his attic in his 
last illness, told me he called con- 


stantly for “August, August.”” Be- 
fore hi& illness he told mutual 
friends he inteded to-~make Mrs. 


Woehrmann and myself heirs. The 
lawyer's fee, I suppose, deterred 
him from changing the old will.” 

Aloph Bollin was not always a 
miser, according to August Bollin. 
Formerly he was a “man of the 
world,” as the latter expressed it. 
He had been married two or three 
times, and was fond of feminine 
companionship. He had his own 
driving .horses, and was a hand- 
some figure in his high silk hut and 
cutaway. He liked a drink anil 
appreciated Tony Faust’s. He had 
oa country home near Grant's l’arnu. 
All this, however, was years ago 
and before his young wife and 
children left him to live in Cal'tifor- 
nia. 

Sent Letter to Mother. 

In the petition filed. by his attor- 
nel, Claude P. Berry, August Bre!i- 
lin states he was born in 1879) in 
the town of Uttenhofen, Germany;

NEW BABY BLIMP IS READY 


Trial Trip Set for Next Week, After 
Series of Tests.

NEWPORT NEWS, Va., Dec. 4. 
—Unecle Sam's newest non-rigid 
airship, the baby blimp TA-5, was 
inflated with helium today at Lang- 
ley Field, where it was recently 
completed. It will be subjected to 
exhaustive tests before being sent 
on its trial trip, scheduled next 
week. 


The craft is capable of carrying 
only five or six persons, but is de- 
signed to maneuver much more 
easily than the larger ships of its 
type and to develop more speed 
with less power.

STRANGE POISON 
CAUSES 4 DEATHS, 
3 IN ONE FAMILY 


Health Official Thinks Fa- 
talities Were Due to Milk 
From Cows That Ate 
Snake Root. 


FAMILY LIVED IN 
MADISON COUNTY 


Examination of Stomach of 
First Victim Made at St. 
Louis U. Without Show- 


ing Poison. 


A mysterious poison, which phy- 
sicians and investigators have been 
unable to identify, claimed its 
fourth victim and the third mem- 
ber of one family with the death 
at St. Mary’s Hospital, East Sx. 
Lous, last nght of Miss Mildred 
Kuhlman, 21 years old, of Mary- 
ville, Madison County, ILIl. 

Miss Kuhlmann’‘s death follows 
that of her parents, Mr. and Mra. 
Edward Kuhlman, who died Oct. 
24 and Nov. 6 respectively. The 
Kuhlmann family, including a 12- 
year-old son, Orville, were taken 
ill in October from what physi- 
cians at first believed to be the re- 
sult of drinking milk from cows 
that had eaten white snake root 
weed, a poisonous plant. John 
McGinnis, a neighbor of the Kuhi- 
mann’s, was similarly stricken and 
died several days after Edward 
Kuhlmann. 

Following the death of Mrs. 
Kuhlmann, an examination of her 
stomach contents was made at S8t. 
Louis University Medical College. 
A report of the analysis last Tues- 
day showed that no traces of poi- 
son had been found, and physicians 
are at a loss to account for the 
deaths. 

An autopsy performed today on 
the body of Miss Kuhlmann under 
the direction of Deputy Coroner 
Green of St. Clair County resulted 


had«died of poisoning, “probably 
that of the snakeroot weed.” 

The autopsy was performed by 
Dr. Ralph Thompson, professor of 
pathology at St. Louis University. 
The autopsy failed to  establisn 
conclusively the cause of death and 
an analysis of the stomach con- 
tents of Miss Kuhlmann will be 
made at St. Louis University. 

Physicians were hopeful of sav- 
ing the life of Mildred Kuhlmann 
until several days ago, as her 
brother, Orville, recovered from 
the ailment.

ple of your appreciation of their 
idealism. The recent statement 
of your Holiness that America 
had written ‘an epic of charity’ 
in her generosity to the dis- 
tressed nations of Europe, and 
the eminent services of your 
Holiness and your illustrious 
predecessors in the cause of 
world peace, especially your re- 
cent proclamation of the kinzg- 
ship of Christ over all nations 
as the rightful sovereign ruler 
of the world, evoke a sympa- 
thetic response from the Chris- 
tian spirit that dominates the 
American heart and conscience. 

“With a confidence born of our 
belief that you understand our 
aspirations as a people, I am

Any dealer who sells cold stor- 
age Or preserved eggs without des- 
ignating them as such in letters at 
least an inch high may be sent to 
the workhouse for 90 days and 
fined $500, if a bill introduced in 
the Board of Aldermen today is 
enacted.

The bill provides that cold stor- 
age and preserved eggs shall be 
placed in containers when exhibited 
for sale, and their condition be 
called to the attention of prospec- 
tive purchasers by a sign bearing 
black letters at least an inch hig’ 
on a white background. The pen- 
alty provided for violation 1 sa fine 
be from $25 to $500, or imprisona- 
ment in the workhouse for 90 days, 
or both fine and imprisonment.

38,000 Gallons Found by Po- 
lice and Dry Agents Be- 
neath Garages. 


Federal prohibition agents and 
the police rum squad dug in the 
mud for hours yesterday, till near- 
ly midnight, to unearth an unusu- 
ally large distilling plant in the 
section known as “the hill,” and a 
fire engine pumped for hours aft- 
erward to empty three big vats of 
souring mash. 

There were seven officers, led Dy 
Agent Toelle and Detective Ser- 
geant Coakley, and they could not 
make their report until they weat 
to their homes and removed larve 
quantities of sticky clay from their 
persons. They began at 3 p. m. 
by serving a Federal search war- 
rant at 5227 Bischoff avenue, th2 
home of Dominick Zarlenga, acting 
on a “tip.” Zarlenga displayed a 
rent receipt in which the owner 
stated the tenant was to have note 
ing to do with the shed and garage. 

The raiders went to the garage 
and were baffled by a cinder floor 
till they found a spot where it was 
springy. Obtaining shovels, they 
dug through 18 inches of cinders 
and uncovered a sack-lined wooden 
floor, beneath which was a con- 
crete vat almost big enough for a 
swimming pool, containing about 
20,600 gallons of mash. 

A pipe led out from the vat, so 
the officers dug a trench through 
the yard and followed the pipe to 
the shed, where they found two 
fire boxes, such as might be used 
for a still, six sacks of coke and 
some ashes. Two other pipes led 
from the shed, so more trenches 
were dug to the garages of the ad- 
joining houses, at 5225 and 6231 
Bischoff avenue. The garage at 
5225 had a tight wooden floor, but 
a trap door was discovered insi ic 
a locker, which led to two dep 
concrete vats beneath the floor, 
containing about 18,000 gallons cf 
mash. 

An empty brick vat of 20,000- 
gallon capacity was found in the 
Karage at 5231. The raiders dug 
around the yards further tn a vain 
search for a buried still. An elec- 
tric pump was found in the garage 
at 5225 and two hand pumps in 
the shed at 5227. An Itallan wom- 
an resid{ng at 5225 said she had 
rented the garage to a man she 
No arrests were made. 
The Fire Department pumped the 
mash into the alley, where it flowed 
to sewers.

In a letter to the Vatican the 
chairman of the committee, Clin- 
ton N. Howard, referred both to 
prohibition and to the Ku Klux 
Klan. He said the appeal had 
been ‘‘authorized and approved" 


by the committee, which yesterday 
sent to th4 White House a com- 
munication directly appealing to 
President Coolidge for better pro- 
hibition enforcement. 

The letter addressed to Pope 
Pius declared there had been many 
evidences of the Pontiff's apprecia. 
tion of American idealism. Howard 
continued that “as a friend ot 
Catholics,’ he desired to call at- 
tention to the attitude of “so many 
Catholics” toward prohibition’. 
This attitude, he said, “has created 
& great deal of opposition to the 
Catholic Church, and did much to 
call into existence the Ku Klux 
Klan.”’ 


Dyer to Offer Bill. 

Prohibition enforcement suddenly 
has taken its place among the out- 
outstanding public issues that aré 
agitating Washington on the eve of 
the convening of Congress. 

On top of the attack by the 
drys on the present prohibition 
regime two wet members of Con: 
gress today renewed their attempt 
to force a change and one of them. 
Repersefitative Dyer (Rep.) of St. 
Louis, said he would ask the new 
Congress «for outright repeal of the 
Volstead act.

School curricula are being 
changed in order to give the youth * 
of today instruction to solve the’ 
definite problems confronting | 
them in life, Dr. L. Thomas Hop- | 
kins of the University of Colorado, | 
a specialist in curriculum revision, | 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today. He is in St. Louis to ad- 
vise executives and teachers of the 
public schools here in the thor- | 
ough revision of the course of | 
study which they have undertak-. 
en, and will address these edu- 
eators at Roosevelt High School 
tomorrow morning. The curricu-| 
lum here has not been changed | 
much in several years. | 

The study of Latin, Greek, lab--| 
oratory work in sciences and in-| 
tensive study of higher mathe- | 
matics in high schools all are giv- | 
ing away in the modern changes. | 
Dr. Hopkins explained. Educators 
have adopted the view that spe- 
cialized knowledge in language, 


science or any other subject may |, 


be obtained best in college, and 
are making the grammar and 
high-school courses practical for. 
those students who must go to 
work without high-school or col- 
lege training. 

Former Newspaper Man. 

Dr. Hopkins, a Harvard gradu- | 
ate and former newspaper man, 
who was instrumental in the re- 
cent revision of the Denver school | 
curriculum, spoké in terms of 
grades, from seventh to twelfth, 
since the vogue of the junior high 
school has altered the division of | 
studies. The seventh, eighth and 
ninth grade instruction is given in 
junior high frequently now, and, 
the tenth, eleventh and twelfth in 
senior high. Formerly grade | 
schoo! carried through the eighth 
and one high school did the rest. 

“Tatin has been taught along the | 
lines of knowledge of the year 
1500,” Dr. Hopkins said. 
try has not progressed from the | 
time of Euclid; we have been) 
teaching his old propositions and | 
theorems. The time has come to! 
take stock and see if the things | 
taught have a relationship to mod- | 
ern life. | 

“Latin used to be needed to pre- | 
pare youths for the ministry, but | 
if pupils study it now it must be 
made to tie up with modern needs. 
It can be made useful to correlate | 
with English. Sixty per cent of | 
English words come from Latin | 
and most of our new words are, 
coming from Latin stems. This. 
dead tongue can be taught to give | 
a notion of the dependence of lan- | 
guage, but at is has been taught it 
has reduced ability to spell En- 
glish; yet the work can be turned 
around to increase this ability. | 

“First-year Latin ought to be a 
wide variety of useful reading in- | 
stead of the old mass of grammar 
and rules. The reading ought to. 
be broader, to give a better picture 
of Rome's contribution to the 
world. One book of Caesar, to i1- | 
lustrate his fights, is enough; we 
ought to have one of Pliny’s let- | 
ters, some of Ovid, and the others; | 
we only need one oration of Cicero, 
to show his style. 

No Hope for Greek. 


“There is no hope for Greek, ex- | , 


cept to bring certain Greek words | 
before the students to show their | 
language basis."’ | 

Dr. Hopkins, it will be observed, 
differs radically from the educators | 
who have insisted that Latin and, 
Greek are necessary for the found- | 
ation of real culture and for schol- | 
astio discipline of the mind. Col-/| 
leges, he said, have been fighting | 
for the retention of old-fashioned | 
latin courses because this tongue | 
Was pursued through the maze of | 
tomes and these by a smal] “select. | 
ed group of academic-minded 
scholars.” The normal Intelligence 
Quotient is 100, but an “I. Q.” of 
120 has been found necessary for 
success in a four-year study of 
_aatin. 

“As for discipline training,” Dr. 
Hopkins went on, “can you get 
that in a content which the indi- | 
vidual cannot use when he is 
through? Culture? There cannot. 
be culture in the old courses, be-| 
cause they are not related to life. | 

“English study has been under- | 
going as big a revision as | 
thing. In the past, imaginative | 
writing permeated all our English | 
work. The teacher told her pupils 
to write about what they wanted 
to be when they grew up or what 
they wanted to do next Saturday. | 
Yet 90 per cent of our reading, | 
after we finish school, is in news-.| 
papers and magazines; imaginative | 
writing is not found in the papers: | 


only the novelists have need for | 


that ability. |

ESTIMATED AT 5,900,000| 


State Census Report Indicates Av- 
erage Growth of 60,000 a Year 
Since 1920.

NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—Although 
the State census returns from 
New York City have not been en- 
tirely tabulated, the New York 
World is informed on reliable au- 
thority they will show when com- 
pleted a population around 565,900,- 
000. 

The figure is about 200,000 less 
than the latest published figure of 
the New York:City Health Depart- 
ment, which, Jan. 1, 1925, showed 
an estimated population of 6,1903,- 
375. The present census was taken 
in June, five months later. The in- 
crease over the Federal census of 
1920 is afiproximately 300,000— 
an average growth of 60,000 a 
year.

This Follows Discharge of Seven a 
Week Ago—Economy at

JEFFERSON CITY, Dee 4.— 
The retrenchment knife again was 
used. by the State Penal Board 
yesterday, and the payroll of the 
Boys’ Reformatory at Boonville 
was trimmed $312 a month by 
dropping five employes, 

This reduction, on the ground of 
economy, follows a cut of $555 \a 
month made a week ago when 
seven employes of the reformatory 
were dropped and the salary of an 
eighth reduced. 

Lack of funds was the reason 
given for the reduction in forces. 
Others are said to be pending. 

The roster of guards at the 
State Penitentiary has been re- 
duced by six within the last 10 
days by resignations or dismissals.

The‘new ordinance is the proc- 
uct of work and consultation con- 
tinuing through the past summer 
and fall.

No Compensation Provided. 

No provision is made in the or- 
dinance for compensation to prop- 
erty owners who may consider 
themselves damaged by its work- 
ings. The commission says, in Its 
accompanying statement, that the 
zoning ordinances of 350 cities are 
based on the police power, with- 
out compensation ‘provisions. An 
exception is the city of Minneapo- 
lis, which based its zoning ordi- 
nance on the right of eminent do- 
main, and provided for district as- 
sessments for compensation. The

BPRLIN, Dec. 4.—The German 


Cabinet will resign tomorrow. 

This is in keeping with an  an- 
nouncement made by Chancellor 
luther, on Nov. 20, to the party 
leaders, that the Government would 
withdraw from office after the Lo- 
carno pact signing ceremony in 
London, and that a new Cabinet 
would be formed in sympathy with 
the Locarno policies and obliga- 
tlons. 

The Berlin papers publish an in- 
terview which Dr. Stressemann, the 
Foreign Minister, gave to a Gér- 
man correspondent in London, in 
which he expressed the greatest op- 
timism regarding negotiations over 
questions arising out of the Locar- 
no understandings.

Only Minor Frontier 
Changes Possible, and 
Report of Commission 
Never Will Be Issued.

LONDON, Dec. 4.—Premier 
Baldwin in the House of Commons 
announced the terms of the Irish 
boundary settlement, which are as 

follows: 

First, the powers of the Bound- 
ary Commission in the Anglo+Irish 
treaty are revoked (meaning that 
the findings of the commission 
will never be revealed), 

Second, the Free State ts released 
from all lability under article 6 of 
the Anglo-Irish treaty (the artiole 
dealing with the Free State’s con- 
tribution toward the British na- 
tional debt, costa of the war, etc.) 

Third, the Free State assumes 
the British liabilities for mischiev- 
ous damage done in Free State ter- 
ritory since January, 1919 (mean- 
ing “black and tan” reprisals pert- 
od with the irregulars). 

Fourth, the Free State agreés to 
increase by 10 per cent thé com- 
pensation for malicious datnage to 
property within its territory 
(meaning the claims of Britiah and 
Irish loyalfsts against the Binn 
Feiners and Free Staters). 

Fifth, the Governments of the 
Free State and Ulster agree to meet 
tegether “for the purpose of ¢on- 
sidering matters of commonAnter- 
est,”” any agreements thereon to Le 
submitted to the British Govern- 
ment for confirmation (1t0le means 
that Ulster and the Irish Free 
State will settle their boundary by 
mutual minor adjustments). 

Necessary Legislation Promised. 

Premier Baldwin last night an- 
nounced that the legislation meees- 
sary to enforce the agreement 
would be introduced immediately.

Frank for the shooting of 12-year-old Julian Niemey- 
er, a schoolboy and Boy Scout, Assistant Chief Run- 
dle adds insult to injury. Since it is impossible to 
prove that the boys were either robbers or intended 
to commit robbery or any other crime, but were merely 
playing at the mouth of an alley, he charges that they 
were guilty of “pranks.” One was accused of break- 
ing a window.

at the hands of a police sharpshooter. 

The mistake of the detective in shooting a school- 
boy instead of a grown man is justified by the state 
ment that the 12-year-old boy wore long pants and 
was large for his age. If young Niemeyer had been 
a man the shooting of him would not have been jus- 
tified under the circumstances, because he had com- 
mitted no crime or any sort of offense, nor did he 
intend to commit any crime or offense of any sort.

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GOOD GROWS LIKE A TREE. 
The optimistic heart of Robert Browning, 


who 
wrote “There shall never be one good lost,” would 
have been warmed had he lived and known how a 


temporary movement for the relief of crippled chil- 
dren has grown, in Missouri, into a permanent activ- 
ity that promises relief for every crippled child in the 
State. 

What might be called the seed of this good tree 
was planted by the St. Louis Medical Society, with 
the co-operation of the Post-Dispatch, in 1921 and 
1922, when the medical society offered free medical, 
surgical and hospital care to all children of parents 
unable to pay. Several hundred children, from seven 
states, were brought to St. Louis. Some stayed for 
as long as a year, and all who were susceptible to 
treatment were benefited. 

And now, with that inspiration and example, the 
Missouri Federation of Women’s Clubs is seeking out 
all children in the State who need orthopedic treat- 
ment and bringing them to St. Louis, the railroads 
giving free transportation for children and nurses, to 
receive such treatment as is hoped to completely re- 
habilitate those for whom surgical and hospital at- 
tention can do anything. Ten crippled children from 
Dunklin County have already arrived. The hospitals 
and physicians are prepared to do their part in this 
work of healing by giving free treatment to those 
unable to pay. The Rotary Club will appropriate 
money to provide surgical appliances where needed. 

As a permanent activity it is thoroughly philan- 
thropic in its spirit—one of those works of charity 
that bless the worker and giver as well as the bene- 
ficiary. And who can tell how much greater it will 
grow? It should reach all the crippled children.
